All the gaiety and glitter of this Coronation year came gloriously 
to life in the Store prior to the great historic event in which our 
Queen was crowned on June 2. 

Outside, great masses of Union Jacks and Canadian Ensigns flut¬ 
tered from the windows of the Store, adding a blaze of royal splen¬ 
dour to the building. Crowds of men, women and children gathered 
to view the “royal” windows—the attractive cathedral designs of 
which framed the pictorial life story of our beloved Queen from the 
days of her childhood to the time when she became our gracious 
Sovereign. 

Inside, the main floor heralded the Coronation with crimson 
majestic banners bearing the Royal cipher, suspended from “golden” 
trumpets. 

On the sixth floor a replica of the Coronation parade gave the 
great crowds of on-lookers a vivid picture of the glorious pageantry 
which accompanied the Queen on her return from Westminster 
Abbey on June 2. Fourteen hundred and seventy-seven tiny march¬ 
ing soldiers in actual regimental dress, prancing cavalry and the 
colourful State coaches paraded against a painted background rep¬ 
resenting the four-mile Coronation parade route through historic 
London.
